DON’T SAY ‘THEY’ 
- SAY ‘WE’ 


The outstanding fact of a ais- 
cussion of future streets and of 
street improvements for the Town 
of Wilmington, and the City of 
Woburn, yesterday morning at 100 
Nashua Street in Boston wus the 
attitude of the governing bodies of 
the two municipalities, 

The City of Woburn wasactively 
looking ahead, to conditions that 
will have to be faced 10 or 20 
years in the future, 

‘The Town of Wilmington had only 
one real worry - Don’t Widen Lo- 
well Street! 

Charles Whitcomb, Deputy Chief 
Engineer of the Mass D, P, W, ended 
the discussion with a statement that 
the City of Woburn and the Town of 
Wilmington will have to get to~ 
gether, soon, and make plans of 
use to both communities, and then 
have a future discussion with the 
Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Works, 

Woburn has a large area in the 
northern part of that city which is 
being deveioped industrially, Next 
to rs in Wilmington, further along 
in development, 1s a large indus- 
trial district - Industrial Way and 
lower Woburn Street. 

John Donohoe, Planner for the 
City of Woburn, backed by Mayor 
Gill, told the State DPW that he 
was planning roads that wouldhave 
a 120 foot right of way. 

Donohoe is seeking to avoidtraf- 
fic problems, before they arise, 

DPW Commissioner Ribbs, at 
one point told Mrs Wavie Drew, 
representing the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen ‘You are going tohave 
to develop plans (for traffic) - you 
just can’t have one way traffic In, 
and one way traffic out!’ 

He was referring to the indus- 
trial complex that is building in 
South Wilmington, and is planned 
for North Woburn,

Mrs Drew’s instructions from 
the Board of Selectmen, she said, 
was to have no widening of Lowell 
Street, She added that Mr, Banda 
was not of those who had given the 
instructions, but that she was in 
agreement with the others, 

Rep, Fred F, Cain told Ribbs 
that the Town of Wilmington had 
refused to vote money for the wi- 
dening of Lowell Street in 1964, 
Plans for the widening of the street 
had been made, Cain said - ‘in 
fact it-even has a project number’, 
Ribbs was able to recall the in- 
cident. 

‘How are you going to get those 
people (in the industrial zones) 
in and out? It seems to me that 
Wilmington shoulti make some co- 
operative effort!’ was Ribbs’ ob- 
servation, 

Cain’s reply was ‘They are going 
to have to change their attitude!’

trial traffic will be using the res- 
idential streets of that city, and 
for a road north into Wilmington, 
through the Wilmington industrial 
area to Route 129 (Lowell Street), 


Donahoe’s plans are for a road 
going northward from Route 128 
through North Woburn and South 
Wilmington to Route 129, and for 
another road to go easterly-west- 
erly, connecting with Interstate 
Route 93, and crossing the north- 
south road, He was told by Whit- 
comb that it would be impossible 
to connect to Route 93, 

Concerning the route into Wil- 
mington Donohoe noted that the 
rapid construction of new buildings 
on Industrial Way would soon pre-
